~ Would You Have Backed 
The Disciples in a Probe? a

I WONDER how you would like to be on an investigating com- 
mittee? Apparently there are some people in Washington who en- 
joy that sort of thing. 

Suppose you had been on such a committee nineteen hundred 
years ago, to inquire into the qualifications of those who sought 
to become disciples of Jesus. How would you have voted on them? 
Let us imagine we were there on an examining board. 

Here comes the first candidate. He has just come up from the 
beach. His fishing boat, drawn up on the pebbled shore, has worn 
seats, patched sails and the high rudder that is characteristic 
of Galilean fishing craft. As you can judge from his appearance, 
he has just entered middle age. But he is already bald, and the 
fringes of hair that remain are already gray. His hands are rough 
and calloused. His fingers are strong. He smells of fish! 

He is an uncouth person—not at all refined, or cultured, or edu- 
cated. Blustering, blundering, clumsy, impulsive, he does not strike 
us as being material for the ministry. Then, too, his age is against 
him. Maybe he is too old. Why, he is forty if he is a day. Does 
not the ministry demand young men?

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No so, when we need medical attention. We do not specify that 
the attending physician be in his late twenties. No, we don’t 
want anyone practicing on us! Or when we find ourselves in legal! 
trouble, we do not insist on retaining as our counse] the most recent 
graduate of the law school. 3 

On the contrary, we seek someone with experience—some- 

one who knows the ropes well. If he happens to know a 

judge or two, so much the better. 

But considering a minister, a preacher, we cannot ignore his age 
—and this man’s age is against him. 

His ideas will be very hard to change. He will be stubborn, 
get in his ways. He is a rough man, and he has lived a rough life. 
When provoked, he is liable to burst into profanity, and his vocabu- 
lary is lurid. 

Can you imagine this big fisherman as a disciple of Jesus? 
He would not be your choice, would he? No, we'd better send 
Simon back to his nets. 

The next candidates are brothers; they come in together. 
too, like Simon Peter, are fishermen. 

They come from the same village, from the same colony of 
rough, strong men who work with their hands for a living. 


But you are not going to hold that against them, are you?” 

Let no social snobbishness sway your judgment. Remember 

the Lord Himself was a carpenter. There is no shame in 

manual labor, and would it not be to a preacher’s advantage 

to know what it is to do manual labor? Would it not be ex- 

cellent preparation for the ministry? - 

These two men are looking at you. Their eyes are steady, accus- 
tomed to far distances. They are good weather prophets. A glance 
at the sky and a look at the lake, and they can tell you what is 
brewing. They know the signs of the sudden squalls that whistle 
down the mountain passes and come screaming down to make the 
water dangerous. They, too, have strong hands and nimble fingers. 
They make quite a team, these brothers. They operate a boat in 
partnership, and they are very successful. In fact, it is a mystery 
to their competitors how they always manage to find the fish, 
always catch more than the other boats, and how they manage 
to get better prices for their catch. This naturally does not increase 
their popularity among the fishermen. 

But it is chiefly their attitude that irritates the others. They 
are not modest men. They are boastful, and through cupped hands 
they like to shout taunts to the other fishermen hauling on their 
nets. They have earned for themselves the nickname, “The Sons 
of Thunder.” because they are always rumbling about something. 

They are ambitious men. ... They would want to be in the chief 
places. They think they belong in front. 

If we took time to hear all the testimony from people who 
know them. our verdict would be unanimous that James and John 
would simply not do. 

So, let us pass on to the next candidate. There is a wild gleam 
in his eyes—and.no wonder. He is a leader of the Underground. 
He seems to be of the fanatical type, impatient and nervous. See— 
he cannot keep his hands still—his finger clench and unclench. 

They itch to reach up and haul down the hated pennants of 
Rome that hang in desecration from the walls of old Jerusalem. 
His blood fairly boils when he is forced, by some clanking legion- 
naire, to make way on the pavement and step into the gutter. He 
dreams of the day when the Kingdom shall be restored to Israel, 
and the promise of the sacred writings that when the Messiah 
comes He shall restore the Kingdom, is his meat and drink. His 
eyes dance at the thought of the Messiah, at the head of a liberating 
army, driving the hated Romans into the sea. 

Yes, from the hill country they would come, and from the cellars 
of the Holy City they would rise up to bring back the glories of 
David and of Solomon. He wants, more than life itself, to be a 
part of that glorious campaign. 

But this young man might be too dangerous. He is highly 
inflammable material. He is likely to become violent, and 
his impatience will burn him up. He is a great risk—a very 
great risk. We could not take a chance on Judas. We dare not. 

Notice how the ladies greet this next candidate. He will have 
their vote right away. We are all drawn to him, and the men, how-

ever grudgingly, have to admit that he is handsome. He walks with | 


an easy grace. There is nothing effeminate about him, but he is 
gentle, refined, every inch a gentleman. 

He is a Ferdinand sort of man. He likes to smell the flowers. 
He is an introvert—a dreamer. But don’t you know that the work 
of the Kingdom demands extroverts—men who are interested in 
other people? Don’t you realize that it is not castles in the sky 
we pray for—but the coming of the Kingdom of God upon this 
earth? We have to pray for it—and work for it, too. No, Nathaniel 
is a good man, everybody agrees, but he is simply not the type 


we need.

Well, what about this fellow? He, too, is a fisherman. 

This man might have it in him to be a disciple. He is not im- 
pulsive, by any means. He will not be swept off his feet. He 
is very cautious, slow to convince. He must have been born in 
some little Palestinian “Missouri.” You have to show him. He 
demands proof for everything. He'll take nothing on faith. 

Can you imagine him as a member of the apostolic band? Al- 
ways advocating delay. “This is not the time” will be his theme 
song. “Let's wait and see,” will be his advice. 

But the Kingdom is a venture of faith—not of doubt. 
It is a matter of perception—not of proof. How could Thomas

Sex Crimes and 
Local Apathy 


On a recent morning there was a story in 
the newspaper which said that plans were being 
made to introduce into Congress a Federal bill 

to take care of sex criminals. . 


On my desk that -same morning was this note: 


“Mrs. called about a very bad thing. Her little girt and 
a neighboring girl friend were at the neighborhood theater. 
A man sitting next to them was indecent. They reported it to 
Mrs. ————, who had come to take them home. She went to the 
manager and the man was arrested. Mrs. said the friend’s 
mother was unwilling to appear in court and she herself disliked 
the idea, but she thought something should be done about it.” 


Something should be done. And one is the mothers should go 
to court, even though painful. 


When one looks at the problem, the fact that local governments, 
including States, have done literally nothing at all about the awful 
fact of sex crimes, one comes face to face with another one of the 
incredible and stupid hangovers from Victorian times. Sex crimes 
have been with us through the centuries. They are increasing be- 
cause our population is increasing, and because, too, the opportunity 
for such crimes is expanded. 


Failure We are, forsexample, just now beginning to accom- 

plish something in the field of venereal disease. For 
centuries we did not speak of the awful fact of their existence. 
They ruined families, produced blind, crippled, and mentally af- 
flicted babies, and helped fill the mental hospitals. (Today a large 
percentage of patients in every mental institution are there be- 
cause of syphilis.) But, for generations, we never mentioned this 
disease. When we did begin to do so we made progress. 


Yet not to this good day do all States require premarital physi- 
cal examinations and blood tests. Georgia finally passed such a 
law and put it to work, In the space of three months almost 400 
persons, applying for marriage licenses, were discovered to be in- 
fected. Most of them did not know it. With treatment they can 
be cured. Think of the multiplied thousands of tragedies we al- 
lowed to develop because of a false modesty about approaching 
the facts of social diseases! 


We still show the same sort of cruel and damaging 
Example existence about sex crimes. 

Every movie manager in every city has to have extra help to 
try and keep from his theater the potential sex criminal who annoys 
women or children. They operate in parks and about playgrounds. 
They carry out the more violent excesses of sex crime in almost 
every conoeivable fashion. 


Yet in all our States about the only remedy is a fine in police 
court, a few days in jail, or, perhaps, a term of years in prisons. 


Laws The men who annoy children in theaters or parks or 

who try to lure them from playgrounds, frequently 
escape with a fine of $10 for disorderly conduct or a sentence of 
30 days. That’s all the law provides. 


We keep pampering them,. imposing small fines or short sen- 
tences, until they finally commit a horrible murder or leave some 
woman or child psychologically hurt and physically harmed for life. 


Then we may impose a death sentence or a brief span of years, 
two to ten, or thereabouts. 


- We will never stamp out the crime. But we can 
Remedies improve the situation and reduce the crimes to irre- 
ducible minimum. We can begin to talk about it and educate con- 
cerning it. We can develop a public sentiment which will cause 
the legislatures to pass laws concerning it. 


We can face the fact these persons are as dangerous to society 
as those whom we put away for life as criminally insane. We 
become terribly frightened when one of these escapes or runs amok. 
We do nothing when potential sex killers are fined $15 and costs, 
and released to prowl again. 


We could organize special hearings on these cases with the agree- 
ment there be no publicity for the families concerned, but plenty 
of it for the guilty. There isn’t much now for the victims. News- 
papers rarely carry the names of sufferers unless the case is one 
of murder. 


We need not merely special laws, but special courts. We have 
them for parking overtime or running a red light, or for mental 


hearings. 
Life Finally, we need a law which will put such persons away 
for life or until a competent board of psychiatrists can 

report them as no longer a menace. A small percentage of these 
persons—but only a small percentage—is susceptible to psychiatric 
treatment. So are other types of persons with mental illnesses. 

Finally, let all communities note—a Federal law is being pro- 
posed. It will meet with approval. Yet it marks another break- 
down of local and State law enforcement. Sex crimes rarely involve 
the crossing of a State line, as did kidnaping, with which local law 
could not cope. There isn’t any good reasons why State and local 
Yet the fact is, we have not 
done so. And it doesn’t look as if the States ever will. 

So, once more, we turn to Federal Government to do something 
we can’t or won’t, do locally. 

That doesn’t make sense.

WASHINGTON—tThere used to be a phrase around here in the early Franklin 
D. Roosevelt era—“zig and zag”—to describe the shift of policy periodically from 
New Dealism toward conservatism and back again, depending on the political ne 


not tor 


cessities for which Mr. Roosevelt had a very sensitive feeling. From time to time 
there would be talk of. “an end of reform” and there might be a temporary letup, 
From time to time, too, there were announced intentions to “balance the budget” 


when it looked. as if the depression might finally be over, but it never was found pagsible to do it. Then. 
when the war ¢ame on, evérythipg of that sort had to be forgotten because of the staggering costs 
‘which Congress had to appropriate. That debt has now been saddled on future generations. 


‘Finally, three years after the war was over, 
the Government was able to balance its budget 
for the first time in years. But now it’s come 
unbalanced this year, due to the terrific cost of 
the continued “cold war,” with a. prospective 
déficit of sorne $5,000,000,000 or more. 


Which brings us to Secretary of Treasury 
John W. Snyder’s declaration that the budget 
should be balanced next year. While this 
is a normal position for the Government’s 
housekeeper, which is what the Secretary of 
Treasury is, does this also reflect the barrage 
which is being laid down now on all sides 
about continued spending and high taxes, 
which the Republicans are making more and 
mere of a political issue, along with some 
prominent and influential conservative Dem- 
ocrats? 


It may properly be that—a “zig.” 

The Treasury Secretary declined to specify 
how the balance should be accomplished, whether 
by cutting Government expenditures or increas- 
ing taxes, referring such questions to President 
Truman, who already has answered it by advo- 
cating an increase in taxes. Mr. Truman has 
promised a budget for next year trimmed to the 
essentials, for which, of course, we'll have to wait 
and see, always remembering, too, that what are 
“essentials” is a highly debatable question. 

This undoubtedly indicates a sensitivity to the 
Republican attack on spending, with an election 
in the offing next year. And, with an election 
in the offing, it is not very likely that Congress 
will vote an increase in taxes. It never has in 
election yéars, except during wars. 

All of this poses quite a dilemma for the Tru- 
man Administration which is partly political, but 
not. altogether so by any means. 

Pelitically involved is his social welfare pro- 
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gram, which has its voter appeal among rank and 
file. ‘The President knows, as does any old-timer 
around Washington, that this is the first target 
of big interest crusaders for economy and a bal- 
anced budget, and it is that which they mean 
when they talk about “spending.” It is, of course, 
very minor in the total of Government expedi- 
tures. 


Senator Douglas, Democrat, Illinois, Chairman 
of the Joint Senate-House Subcommittee on Fiscal 
Policy, which is exploring the whole subject of 
expenditures, explained to representatives of the 
National Association of Manufacturers that only 
24 percent of the budget is for all civilian pur- 
poses, which includes social welfare functions. 


If there is to be any substantial relief for the 
taxpayer it must come from our military budget 
for past wars, the current “cold war,” and pros- 
pective future war. Fixed charges about which 
nothing whatever can be done—five billions in- 
terest on the debt and six billions for veterans’ 
care—are more than all tl.e regular civilian costs 
of Government, which total about 10 billions. 


The rest—tfive billions for Marshall Plan 
aid, a billion for arming our Western Euro- 
pean allies, and 15 billions for our military 
establishment—are also in the nature of 
fixed charges for the time being under our 
present foreign policy. They relate to our 
national security and, while some shaving 
could, and might, occur here, not much can 
be expected while the world maintains its 
present armed truce. 


That is the real dilemma for all of us, and not 
much seems to be done about that. 

It is the inevitable high cost of the bank- 
ruptcy of statesmanship—all over the world.

Why All the Mystery?

dentally, although she is sometimes referred to as a “White Russian,” she has been an American 


eitizen for 20 years. 
The mystery concerns the presence in the 
guest house at Warm Springs for several days 
and in Roosevelt's study at the time of his fatal 
stroke of Mrs. Winthrop Rutherfurd, of New 
York, who had met Roosevelt in Washington dur- 
ing the first war when he was Assistant Secre- 
tary of the Navy and she was doing war work. 
“She was then Miss Lucy Mercer, a Maryland 
irl. Mrs. Shoumatoff did not know her then 
ut she says Mrs. Rutherfurd was a beauty in 
the classical sense who must have been very 
beautiful when Roosevelt met her. Mrs. Ruther- 
furd died on July 31, 1948. 


Roosevelt’s widow, Eleanor, pointedly 
does not mention in her recent memoirs the 
fact that Mrs. Rutherfurd was there in the 
study or anywhere about when Roosevelt 
died, although the concluding number of the 
magazine which serialized her story was em- 
blagoned with a special gala ribbon reading, 

'“Eleanor Roosevelt Tells at Last How FDR 

died.” She does not mention Mrs. Ruther- 
furd at all, if the index is reliable. Miss 
Grace Tully, one of Roosevelt’s secretaries, 
who broke the news in a side-long, casual 
way in her memoirs more than four years 
after Roosevelt's death, seems to have been 
the first ene te mention her presence. 


The Secret Service unquestionably did con- 
trol the fact of her presence. Mrs. Shoumatoff 
contributed to the situation by withholding Mrs. 
Rutherfurd’s name when she discussed the his. 
‘toric scene with about 30 reporters on her return 
to New York a few davs after the death. She 
explains that she did this because Mrs. Ruther- 
_furd, too, was sensitive to publicity, not suspect- 
ing that suspicion was being stored up. 

Mrs. Shoumatoff said Roosevelt suddenly put 
his hand to his head, with an exclamation of 
pain, and slumped over backward and to his 
left. Mrs. Rutherfurd and Miss Margaret Suck- 
ley, his cousin, jumped to his side; someone cried 
“Call a doctor!” Mrs. Shoumatoff ran out the 
door to tell a Secret Service man, not the famous 
Mike Reilly, known as Reilly of the White House. 


Miss Tully soon put it to Mrs. Rutherfurd and 
Mrs. Shoumatoff that, with many members of 
the family converging on Warm Springs, the 
two rooms which they occupied in the guest- 
house would be needed. They bundled their 
things into Mrs. Shoumatoff's convertible and 
whipped over to Aiken, S. C., about 200 miles 
away, where Mrs. Rutherfurd had a Winter 
home. A few days later, Mrs. Shoumatoff came 
up to New York. _ 

“I told Roosevelt I was a Republican and that 
T had never voted for him,” Mrs. Shoumatoff said. 
This seemed not to offend him. 


Recognizing that the secrecy had created a 


mystery which would bring into question her 
dead friend’s reputatien, Mrs. Shoumatoff said: 
“She had beauty and charm and she was reli- 
gious. She was not an intellectual type but she 
was well read. Still, she was naive almost to 


exasperation, as, for instance, when she asked me | 


not to mention her name.” 

Mrs. Shoumatoff realized that gossip followed 
famous men and said: “I was suspected of being 
Roosevelt’s girl friend.” 

“From what I saw, theirs was a very charm- 
ing and friendly relationship.” 

Mrs. Ward put in that, in her opinion, Mrs. 
Rutherfurd “definitely hero-worshipped him.” 

“It was,” she said, “the straight sort of girlish 
adulation —like a football hero —that sort of 
thing.” 

“IT was actually a Roosevelt hater,” Mrs. Shou- 
matoff said, “but when she would say that he 
had done wonderful things I didn’t want to hurt 
her. She was the quintessence of a very grande 
dame. She was so good. A good woman. She 
was such a devoted wife. She just wasn’t the 
type of person for that sort of thing. I hate to 
use the word ‘saintly,’ but she was almost a saint 
and I am devoted to her memory.” 


Mrs. Shoumatoff had painted Roosevelt 
in 1943 and now, doing her second portrait, 
she detected the change, not only in his ap- 
pearance but in his demeanor. He seemed to 
her to be licked and to know he had lost to 
Stalin at Yalta. 


She remarked that earlier he had worn his 
Navy cape “like a conqueror. 
portance.”

A Matter of 
Life or Death 


Although it’s usually rather 
difficult—in an area made up of 
small towns and a large rural 
population—to obtain a united 
opinion on any one particular 
topic, the sudden traffic death of 
two local men on U. S. Highway 
41 has made the rebuilding of 
a section of this highway an 
issue which is now predominant 
in the thought of nearly every 
resident in this area. 


Efforts have been made for 
the past 15 years or more to have 
Highway 41 rebuilt from Cordele 
to the Dooly County line—a 
stretch of narrow, winding and 
treacherous road which has been 
the scene of innumerable wrecks 
and accidents—and the sudden 
snuffing out of human lives. 

Nothing has ever been done on 
this. strech of Highway 41 ex- 
cept a half-hearted, miserable 
effort by the immediate past 
State administration early last 
year to widen the shoulders. But 
the same black-top, narrow 
paved road with its high danger- 
ous crown is still there—which 
when wet makes the road a dam 
nable death trap for even the 
most careful driver. 

The terrible condition of this 
stretch of Highway 41 cannot be 
charged to the present State ad- 
ministration, since it has been in 
office just a year—but terrible 
responsibility rests on the 
shoulders of Gov. Talmadge and

ACCORDING TO the latest 
Census Bureau estimate, Cali- 
fornia has gained 3,758,900 pop- 
ulation since 1940, moving it up 
to second place over Pennsy!l- 
vania, Illinois and Ohio. 

If this calculation holds, Cali- 
fornia will advance from 23 to 
31 or 32 house seats. 

New York, still at the head of 
the list, is figured to drop from 
45 to 42 seats, Pennsylvania 
from 33 to 31 and Illinois from 
26 to 25. 


The most significant loss, 
however, is in the South and 
its border States, where a drop 
of ene seat each is indicated 
for Arkansas, Georgia, Ken- 
tucky, Mississippi, Oklahoma. 
North Carolina, Tennessee and 
Missouri. 


An inkling that a new South 
may be on the way, however, is 
provided by an anticipated gain 
of one seat each by Texas and 
Florida. 

Michigan and Indiana in the 
Middle West seem. definitely 
slated for a gain of one seat 
each. 

Since almost all the gains are 
in urban districts, which have 
been strongly Democratic in re- 
cent years, the 1950 reapportion- 
ment should make that party 
harder than ever to oust from 
control of the government.

Under a law which Sen. 
Arthur Vandenberg pushed 
through in 1930, in face of a 
bitter filibuster, the House is 
permanently limited to a mem- 
bership of 435. To the next 
session of Congress, following 
the count, the President is re- 


quired to report the number 
of representatives to which 
each State is entitled. If Con- 
gress fails at that session to 
enact reapportionment legisla- 
tion, the representation report- 
ed by the President goes into 
effect. 


This practically insures | ac- 
ceptance of the recommendation 
because representatives of States 
that gain, easily can block new 
legislation. 

Up to and including the 1920 
census, the shoe was on the other 
foot in that the prospective los- 
ers held the filibuster whip. 
Through 110 years, with the sin- 
gle exception of 1940, all reap- 
portionments were accomplished 
by the process of increasing 
House membership enough to 
substantially take care of in- 
creased population. 

In 1920, when the House 
balked at further increase in 
its membership, reapportionment 
was blocked for 10 years. 


BUT BY 1930, enough States 
were in a position to gain so as 
to break this jam. As result of 
the reapportionment then accom- 
plished, California jumped from 
11 to 20 seats; Michigan from 
13 to 17, and Texas from 17 to 
20. Other gainers that year were 
Ohio, New Jersey, Connecticut, 
New York, North Carolina, Okla- 
homa and Washington. 


Missouri led the losers with 
a drop of three seats, and 
others on the debit side were 
Alabama, Georgia, Indiana, 
Iowa, Kansas, Kentucky, 
Maine, Massachusetts, Minne- 
sota, Mississippi, Nebraska, 
North Dakota, Pennsylvania, 
Rhode Island, South Carolina, 
South Dakota, Tennessee, Vir- 
ginia and Wisconsin. 


With 20 States thus standing 
to lose, passage, of the automatic 
reapportionment—even after 10 
years of fighting—was a legisla- 
tive miracle.

NEW YORK—‘nhings are happening to Paris fashion. 
And they are a lot more fundamental and drastic than shifts 
in the height of hemlines or the width of shoulders. 


Ready-mades have taken the 
spotlight away from the haute 
couture. There is an infusion 
of youth in thinking and living, 
which laughs at heavy, self-con- 
scious “dressing up” although it’s 
still good business for tourists. 

The smartest Parisiennes are 
impatient of hours spent in fit- 
ting rooms, and they frankly tell 
you that they couldn’t possibly 
afford to be dressed entirely by 
one famous couturiere as their 


mothers were. Time was, of 
course, when the _ couturiers 
could afford to keep famous but 
not-so-rich beauties fabulously 
gowned purely for publicity, but 
that day is past, too. 

Today the French elegante, 
like her manicyrist and her hus- 
band’s secretary, “shops around. 
Her favorite shopping area is the 
ground floor boutiques at Dior, 
Molyneux, Schiaparelli, Paquin 
and Desses. There, ready-made 
dresses (many of them more 
original and interesting -than 
those found in the “grand col- 


lections,” I thought) and trick | 
accessories are proving potent | 
rent-payers for the impressive | 


but ponderous dressmaking busi- 
nesses upstairs. 


Young designers for the bo- 
tique collections are beginning 
to be known, in spite of attempts 
by the “big names” to keep their 
botique design staffs anony- 
mous. The Marquise de la Fa- 
laise, beautiful young daughter 
of the English portrait painter 
Oswald Birley, is the designer 
of Paquin’s stunning boutique 
collection, and is the talk of the 
fashion world. 


For the secretary, the bour- 
geoise housewife (and her hus- 
band) a favorite and pleasant 
place to find clothes is at one 
of the outdoor Sunday markets, 
such as the Swiss market in the 
Champs de Mars. 


The poor woman who works 
six days a week and spends Sun- 
day cleaning her apartment can 
do her meager but tasteful 
clothes shopping in her own 
neighborhood, off visiting trucks 
filled with fairly well-made 
coats, suits and dresses, hats and 
handbags. 


The long French tradition of 
handwork and home dressmak- 
ing is slowly dwindling as in- 
terest in volume _ productions 
rises.

The frugal French instinct for 
making a good thing last a long 
time is still evident. A smart 
white collar girl, Genevieve Tir- 
by, told me that the well tailored 
black wool suit I admired was 
an old “ceremony suit” of her 
father’s remodelled by her 
neighborhood tailor. “My father 
didn’t need it anymore, and the 
material is much better than any 
I could buy now,” she said. 


The custom-made suit, coat or 


day dress the contesse or mar- 
quise orders from a celebrated 


designer as her “investment” of 
the season will cost her about 
110,000 to 200,000 francs (about 
$350-$500). 

If she decides to splurge on 
one of the breathtakingly beau- 
tiful embroidered evening 
dresses at Dior or Balenciaga, 
she drops 700,000 francs ($1,000- 
$2,000). Her ready-made bou- 
tique clothes—pretty shirtwaist 
dresses, wonderful velvet cardi- 
gans or jersey sweaters and 
beautiful plaid wool skirts, short 
box coats in bright colors, zav 
evening skirts of ne‘ ruffles, taf- 
feta or feathers cost from 15,000 
francs (about $43) to 40,000 
francs (about $125). 

Genevieve Tirby (and the 
thousands of career girls like her 
in Paris) has about 10,000 francs 
each month of her 25,000 francs 
salary (about $75 per month) to 
spend on herself, after contrib- 
uting toward the difficult strug- 
gle to keep the famliy household

intensively by the Pennsylvania 


State College under the auspices 
of Pennsylvania’s Departme.:t of 
Health. More than 50 district 
observations are made in this 
investigation, which still is con- 
ti .uing. 

The experts say adults need 
six quarts of milk each week, 
children need at least seven 
quarts weekly.

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Here we have most of the types of figures. Of course, 
there are many more, but they are combinations or ex- 
ceptions and need special attention. From these, try them 
yourself and take from one of them your special problem. 

So help me, I didn’t have a person in mind when I 


made them... 


just sat and worked, thinking of the par- 


ticular figure. I have a love and sympathy for each one. 
I have always thought this would be a good idea. You can 
be more impressed by seeing the actual figure than by 


looking at a figure drawing.

nstead of so many cut and dried 
dull talks about it, I will show 
you how to do that as we go 
along with each figure.

Don’t let your work upset the 
household and write your hus- 
band when he is out on the road 
trying to make a dollar that you 
ruined $15 worth of material, 
and you are having a nervous 
breakdown. It is never that 
bad. 

A sweet little girl phoned me 
and said her husband was so 
proud of her he had bought her 
a new machine. Who doesn’t 
want her husband to be proud 
of her? If he just shows a little 
interest and brags a little, fun- 
ny, the female will work her fin- 
gers to the bone. 

Let’s get that material ready 
for the table. First, if your 
fabric is creased from being 
folded on the bolt, press care- 
fully with a warm iron and 
press cloth on the wrong side. 
Dampen your soft outing cloth, 
remember, and put your iron on 
it several times to take out the 
water, so you won't get water 
-Spots on your cloth. Never use 
a wet cloth on anything. Second, 
hold it up to the light and look 
all the way down to check any 
defects. You may think just 
looking at it all folded that it is 
perfect, but since the war, it 
seems no matter what you pay, 
or how fine it is, almost all fab- 
rics have to be watched. Every- 
where you see’a thin place, may- 
be a bad thread in the weave, 
put a pin. You might even find 
a hole, as we have often done, 
especially if the fabric has been 
put away for some time. 

The silverfish love rayon and 
the moths have a holiday when 
you least expect. If the edges 
are cut unevenly, draw a cross- 
wise thread, then cut along this 
thread. If the fabric is torn, 
fine, if not, and it can be torn, 
cut through the 
tear across width. If the selvage 
is worn tightly clip along the 
length about every five inches, 
allowing the material to lay flat 
on the table. We are beginning 
now to work on GRAIN, the 
most important word r. dress- 
making. If grain is ignored, 
your troubles begin. he gar- 
ment simply will not fit and 
hang properly. Sometimes when 
you do both these things, it is 
etill not straight. 

In the manufacture of the 
fabric, the crofswise threads be- 
come pulled diagonally To 
straighten, pull fabric hard diag- 
onally in thé opposite direction, 
until crosswise threads are 
Straight and squared with the 
selvage and will lay flat on the 
table with selvage even with 
edge of table... Now if you are 
going tu cut on the double, fold 
your material and pin the 
straightened end corner to cor- 
ner, pin selvage together all the 
way down (don’t stretch it), turn 
fabric with fold to you, even 
with edge of table. The straight 
edge of the table works as a 
guide. Now pin the end 02f the 
fabric at fold, and selvage to the 
oil cloth or beaverboard, then

Each year during the first 
week in December the 49,613 
organizations of Baptist WMU 
and the 875,298 members observe 
a week of prayer for foreign 
missions and emphasize the 
theme, “Christmas for Christ.”

Like most Atlantans, Isadore Jacobs, 1715 Noble Dr.. 
didn’t know his neighbors. 


He knew the face of the fellow next door, and in a vague 
sort of .way he wanted to know the others on the block, 
but like most of us, he never got around to it. 


There was no particular reason for reticence. Just the usual 
human fears that if you’re too nice the neighbors will think you’re 
nosey, and will shut the door on your good intentions. Or maybe 
they'll go overboard and move in, bag and baggage, and you'll be 
stuck with a friend you weren’t sure you wanted to make in the 
first place. 

So Jacobs drifted along, never doing much about knowing his 
neighbors until Armistice Day, 1945, when he pulled his armchair 
up to the radio to hear his son deliver a prize-winning essay on 
inter-American wmeighborliness. It was then he realized he didn’t 
have to go South of the border to be a good neighbor. He could 
start with his own block. 

That night he instigated a one-man good neighbor policy. 

He threw a barbecue and invited all the men on the block, 26 
strong. The party was a howling success. Jacobs had done the 
thing they’d all wanted to do. The men decided then to get to- 
gether once every three months, and they made three rules. Whis- 
key was not to be served, and politics and religion weren’t to be 
discussed. They were good rules. They have enabled Catholics, Jews 
and Protestants to get along without arguments, and to know and 
love one another. 

Men in the neighborhood catch planes, plan schedules and break 
dates to attend the banquets. With a co-operation that is unbe- 
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lievable, they help each other through deaths, marriages, births, 7 


sickness, and all the events that mark a lifetime. The block goes 
all out for drives, contributing 100 percent without groaning when 
they reach for their wallets. 

Tonight the neighborhood will gather at Sam Cefalu’s house to 
celebrate their anniversary with a dinner. Jacobs wishes that 
everyone in Atlanta could be there to see the love and understand- 
ing his neighborhood has achieved. He wants other neighborhoods 
to organize similar programs, and he will give his time to anyone 
who would like-to help start one. He has great faith in such 
projects. And why not? Man is surely a social being who loves 
his neighbor—if he will just get around to meeting him.

WASHINGTON—(INS)—Amer- 
ican Medical Association trustees 
‘called yesterday for a mandatory 
levy on its members of three and 
‘a half million dollars annually for 


‘an unprecedented, all-out battle 
against “socialized medicine.” 

Dr. Ernest E. Irons, AMA Pres- 
ident, told the organization’s 191- 
member House of Delegates that 
‘the Administration is making a 
new attempt to “nationalize medi- 
cine.” 

Dr. Irons charged the Adminis- 
tration with “sending a bureau- 
cratic mission to Europe at tax- 
payers’ expense for a renewed as- 
sault on medicine and free eater- 
prise” and warned that “the Ad- 
ministration has not surrendered.”’ 

The proposed dues program 
would collect $25 a vear from each 
of the AMA’s 145,000 active mem- 
bers, with a penalty of member- 
ship forfeiture if payment is not 
'made within 30 days. 

The proposal came soon after 
the assembled doctors chose an 
85-year-old country physician, Dr. 
Andy Hall, of Mt. Vernon, IIl., as 
the “outstanding practitioner of 
the year.”

That old “lemme-tell-ya-about-my-operation” line may 
soon give way to a new conversation-starter: 


“Lemme tell ya about the drugs they gave me.... 


What with all the “miracle” 
drugs, “wonder” drugs and “life-| 
saving” drugs discovered and pre 
scribed these days, you'll be left 
out in the conversational cold if 
you haven't had penicillin and/or 
such tongue-twisting standbys as 
aureomycin, streptomycin and 
chloromycetin. 

This is NOT to discredit “won- 
der” drugs. 

I’m for ’em. 

I've had ‘em. 

Now let me tell you about the 
drugs they gave me! 

As science reporter for The Con 
stitution, I’ve written about every: 
thing from penicillin to strepto 
mycin. 

As a recent hospital patient, I've 
taken everything from penicillin 
‘to streptomycin—almost. 

And I’ve reached a strictly un- 
scientifie conclusion: 


Drugs are more fun to write (or 
read) (or talk) about than take. 


“Bad strep throat,” the doctor 


‘pronounced briskly. 
Punching my tongue unmercl- 
ully downward, he peered closer. 
“Ulcers on the tonsils,” he said 
‘as matter-of-factly as you’d say 
butter on the bread. Then he ap- 
parently decided they were pretty 
special ulcers because he sum. 
moned a couple of nurses to look, 
too. 
“You see ’em?” he asked the 
pretty, white-clad girls. 
“Mmmmmm,.” they mmm’ed. 
“Better have some penicillin to 
clear’ that up,” he ordered, mum- 
bling instructions to a nurse who 
whisked me off to bed. 


The penicillin began. ‘ 


Penicillin may be a wondrous 
antibiotic gleaned from mold, but 
to me it was a sharp piercing jab 
every four hours into parts of me 
on which I customarily sit. For 
four days, the needle’s jabbings 
were so regular you could set your 
watch by them.
